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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In connection with their annual financial report, the school 
board wish to make a few brief general statements. On the 
whole, we believe the school year has been a prosperous one. 
Twenty-seven weeks has been the average number in the dif- 
ferent schools. The spring term was opened somewhat earlier 
than last year so it was eleven weeks in length. We recom- 
mend, however, that a term of at least twelve weeks be kept in 
the spring in the future, as the pupils can attend much more 
regularly than in the late fall. The cold weather seriously in- 
terferes with the attendance of the smaller children who live at 
a distance from the school houses. 

In the line of repairs, we have expended $145.08 of the 
two hundred appropriated. This has been spent in making 
minor repairs on nearly all the school houses, also for painting 
the Green Hill, Town Farm, Winkley, and Swain buildings on 
the outside. New stoves have been purchased for the Evans 
and Caldwell schools, and some needed repairs have been made 
on the latter building. Next year work needs to be done on 
the Swain, Canaan, Waldron’s Hill, and Green Hill school 
houses. An appropriation of about $150.00, with the balance 
now on hand, ought to be amply sufficient for all necessary 
repairs. 

We have made one change in text books, having substituted 
the Frye’s Geography for the old one which has long been in 
use. This is a very interesting book and our teachers report 
it to be one easily understood and in line with modern methods 
of teaching. New grammers are needed and it will be neces- 
sary to make the change during the coming year. 
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The appended financial report shows a substantial balance in 
the treasury, but there are several outstanding bills, including 
one for transportation of children to school, which will decrease 
the sum somewhat. 

In conclusion, we would urge the parents to show their in- 
terest in the scholars and teachers by visiting the schools more 
frequently, and, in this way, they will be able to appreciate 
the really good work that both are doing. We wish, also, that 
all parents felt the necessity of having their children attend 
school regularly.
